No break in 
El Al dispute, 
still no flights

El Al's entire fleet of 13 aircraft 

remained idle last night, grounded 
since midnight on Thursday by the 
airline's dispute with 15. main- 
tenance workers. The last plane in 
landed a capacity load of passen- 
gers from New York on Friday. 

Since Friday, E! Al's heavy 
Christmas and New Year contingent 
of passengers are being transferred 
to other airlines. Some 950 tickets, 
800 of them on incoming flights, 
were endorsed to foreign carriers on 
Friday, and yesterday the tota) in 
both directions rose to 1,200, 

El Al spokesmen yesterday sald 
that from today the number will be 
about 2,000 daily for a week. The 
national earrier alone brought in 
14,000 holiday makers between De- 
cember 17 and 23. 

Mordechai Savitaky, El Al's public 
relations officer, told the press last 
night that the daily Joss to the na- 
tional carrier as a result of the 
transfers was between IL1.5m. and 
IL2m. 

FOREIGN FLIGHTS 
A number of foreign airlines have 

already responded to El Al's request 
that they lay on extra flights to 
Israel, and as from yesterday, the 
Seaboard Airline of the U.S. has 
Placed a DC-8 cargo plane on the 
Israel run to help air-freight agri- 
cultural produce. It can take off 
with a playload of 45 tons. Other

Mr. Eshel said that the accumul- 
ated delays caused by what he term- 
ed the “deliberate go-slow strike” 
resulted in the complete snarling 
ot El Al's schedules both at home 
and abroad, causing considerable 
damage to the carrier's reputation 
and undermining its reliability. Any 
attempt to continue operations under 
the circumstances would simply 
compuund the damage already done. 

Spokesman Arnold Sherman told 
the press last night that the ma- 
nagement remained firm in its de- 
cision to suspend operations until it 
could resume fights under normal 
conditions, He noted that in 10 days’ 
timé the traffic pressure would ease

which can also carry out offensive 
operationg have been developed in 
the U.S. 

Because of its lower price, the 
Chukar is used for more risky mis- 
sions. The fact that it is smaller 
also makes it a more difficult target 
for enemy interceptorg and anti-sir- 
craft missions. 

The Chukar’s launching and con- 
trol system is also much less com- 
plicated than those of the Firebee 
and require smaller crews. The Fire- 
bees land systems are mobile, but 
complex, while the Chukar’s are 
Mmited enough to be operated under 
almost any conditions by a very 
small tearm.

Sex-slaying theory discarded

Bonn tourist 
office opens 
in Tel Aviv

The decision to open a branch 
of the German National Tourist 
Board in Israel was prompted by 
the considerable and continuing traf- 
fic of Israelis to West Germany, 
according to the head of the new 
office in Tel Aviv, Itzhak Zaroni. 

Over 50,000 Israelis visited Ger- 
Many from the beginning of the 
current year to mid-November, one- 
third of them carried by Lufthansa 
and the bulk by ΕἸ Al. This repre- 
semted a 25 per cent increase over 
the corresponding period of last 
year, he told The Jerusalem Posi. 
The World Football Cup series was 
only one factor in the increase he 
added, pointing to the growing two- 
way trade between Israel and Ger- 
many es an important stimulant to 
the traffic. 

Another constant draw were the 
scores of international exhibitions, 
covering a wide range of themes. 
Next year no fewer than 115 inter- 
national exhibitions are to be held 
in West German towns, 

‘There is also a growing exchange 
between ‘West German and Israeli 
professional people. 

Mr. Zaroni said the main task of 
his travel bureau, located at the 
Lufthansa mtain offices on Rehov 
Hayarkon in Tel Aviv, would be to 
publicize events of international im- 
portance in Germany with a view 
to promoting Israeli travel. In ad- 
dition, it will seek to promote in- 
terest in West Germany’s still little- 
Known attractions as ἃ tourist 
centre.

The Clitizens' Rights Movement 
and the Shinui Reform Party have 
jointly condemned the Cabinet 
committee proposal for 2 carless 
Shabbat, arguing that this was a 
breach of civic rights and a sub- 
mission to religious party pressure. 
They said that while supporting 
fuel saving proposals in principle, 
the introduction of a carless Shab-

Nicaragua leaders held hostage 


MANAGUA. Nicaragua. — Martial 
law was declared throughout Nica- 
Tagua yesterday after the extreme 
leftwing Sandinist guerrilla group 
Kidnapped about 25 senlor govern- 
ment officials, bankers and indus- 
trialists. 

The declaration was broadcast 
over national radio shortly after 
President Anastasio Somoza flew 
back from @ visit to the U.S. to 
deal with the situation. 

The secretary of President Sormo- 
za, who announced martial law, said 
the hostages included the Nicara- 
guan Ambassador to the U.S., Dr. 
Guillermo Sevilla Sacaza, and the 
Ambassador to the UN, Guillermo 


Lang and his wife, in addition to 
Managua Mayor Luis Valle Olivares 
and his wife and the brother-in-law 
of President Somoza, Noel Payais. 

The semi-official newspaper “No- 
vedades" aid in a special edition 
that Foreign Minister Alejandro 
Montiel Arguello was among those 
being heid hostage. 

The declaration of martial law 
came after an armed terrorist group 
occupied the home of 2 wealthy 
pusinessman and took the party 
guests hostage.

“Certain circumstances overtook 
us and Congress didn’t act on the 
main portions of our programme. 
So we're in the proceas right now 
of final evaluation of what we 
should do in the area of energy. 
what we should recommend in the 
field of the economy. Those decisions 
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will be made, and I think they will 
be very forward looking, they will 
be adapted to the times. 1 jugt hope 
that when they are finalized, and 
made available to the Congress and 
the public, they'll be supported.” 

The President said he expects 
the country to be out of its econo- 
mic slump by the time he hits the 
campaign trail. “I think every ex- 
pert, Hberal and conservative, in 
the field of economics, seems to 
indicate that by the third or fourth 
quarters of 1975 we'll be on our 
way,” he said. 

Asked whether his economic po- 
licy would aim at recession or in- 
flation, Ford said: "I think it prob- 
ably has a slight tilt toward the 
problems of the recession right now, 
but you certainly can’t ignore the 
serious danger of recurrence of high 
inflation. So what you heve to do 
is give the right medicine for the 
more serious (problem) without 
undercutting the efforts you made 
in the field of inflation in the past." 

Ford adamantly opposed a petrol 
tax increase, saying those who are 
pushing for it are engaged in 
“one of the most amusing propa- 
ganda efforts I've seen.” He said 
the word reaching him from Con- 
gress “is that they're not going to 
pass tt. Don't send it up. It'll tear 
things up.” 

He said petrol supplies were 
adequate for now and he saw no 
need for rationing. 

The President disagreed with 
those who consider him a babe in 
the woods in the diplomatic arena. 
He suid his long years on congres- 
sional committees gave him a solid 
background on military problems 
and the strategic arms limitation 
negotiations with Russia. 

Ford has participated so far in 
two major summit meetings — one 
with Soviet Communist Party gen- 
eral secretary Leonid Brezhnev in 
Viadivostok, and the other with 
French President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing In Martinique.

in explosion 


LIEVIN, France. French coal 
miners unions yesterday called a 
24-hour work stoppage in the na- 
tion's coal pits for next Tuesday 
during the funeral for 42 miners 
killed on Friday in the country's 
biggest mining disaster in 15 years. 

Trade union officlals said the na- 
tlonal day of msurning will drama- 
tize what they consider inadequate 
security precautions in some of the 
state-run mines. 

The tol] in this northern French 
eoal basin rose to 42 yesterday 
when one of the six injured sur- 
vivors died during the night. Seve- 
ral of the five survivors suffered 
serious burns. 

One of the survivors said, “A 
huge flame engulfed my work- 
mates, who burnt up like torches. 
It's a sight I shall never forget.” 

The blast ripped a gallery 710 
metres below the surface as the 
miners returned to work after ἃ 
five-day Christmas break. Alexis 
Destruys, genera) secretary of the 
state-run coal fields in the region, 
said, “We are completely baffled 
by the causes of the explosion. It’s 
a@ real mystery because we feel that 
all the necessary safeguards had 
been taken." 

‘The victims were 81} veteran 
miners with at least 20 years of 
service. As news of the explosion 
spread through the town, relatives 
and friends thronged to the pit, 
making it difficult for vehicles ar- 
riving “with coffins to get through. 

The previous highest toll in a 
French mine disaster in recent 
years was 29 killed in 1958. The 
worst tragedy was in 1906 when 
1,171 miners died at Courrieres, in 
the same area as Lieven.

_All agree that Israel's chro- 
nically lagging productivity rate 
is a major cause of 1:5 economic 
woes. All three sides have ex- 
pressed the best intentions, the 
most constructive and undog- 
matic suggestions to increase 
productivity. 

We shall know before ‘“pro- 
ductivity vear" is very far ad- 
vanced whether they can, seve- 
rally and collectively, provide 
the leadership needed to achieve 
this vital goal.

Old Jaffa’s artists: ‘It’s not bad, 
when the windows are closed’ | 


A PAINTER we know recently 
began tryimg to put on canvas ime 
pressions of the magnificent view he 
has m his Jaffa flat over St 
Pe Chursh and the Gulf of Tel 
av After a few attempts he felt 
terri discouraged. He was sure 
the impress:ons reflected truly the 
spirit of the place, “but it looked 
too beautifr:] to be accepted as 
genuine Israeli landscape,” the 
painter observed. 


For Old Jaffa, reconstructed to 
serve as on artists’ colony, ts 
unique in its cold architectural beau- 

y. Its three or four stone-paved 


ruins on the top of the hill, and the 


houses repaired or rebuilt in sand- by 


stone. The layer of dun stucco cover- 
ing many of the bulldings has given 
the place rather a Maghreb casbah 
look, instead of the Oriental Me- 
diterranean appearance one would 
expect to find. But architects say 
the plaster was necessary for cons- 
tructional reasons, if the houses 
were to be renovated and not rebuilt. 
Construction materials used for pri- 
vate homes in this part of the world 
have never been of lasting quality. 

Old Jaffa, as it is, is frankly and 
honestly a tourist attraction, nothing 
less and nothing more. It contains 
70 artists' studios and 25 art gal- 
leries and shops, as well as 10 
restaurants and clubs — including, 
one wonders how, a youth club. But 
only 30 artists actually live here 
with their familes. A flat of about 
two and a half rooms, before the Yom 
Eippur War, cost the temant some 
TL70,000 in key money, plus about 
IL40,000 for interior fittings, and 
carried a monthly rent of IL210, says 
Dan Barli, director of the 
Old City of Jaffa Development Cor- 
poration. ἢ 

In addition to the artistic commun- 
ity, Old Jaffa residents include 30 
families who as new immigrants 
were given temporary abode in the 
abandoned houses immediately after 
the War of Independence. A

Life in Old Jaffa is regulated by 
the tourists' time-table. It Is pasto- 
rally quiet in the mornings. when

In the evenings, par- 
ticularly In the summer, the place 
teems with people — sometimes 
there are as many as 5,000, Mr. 
Barli estimates. On Friday nights 
the art galleries are shut, but the 
restaurants are open and draw 
many visitors. .A constant din then 
rises above Old Jaffa, as loud as 
the noise one hears in Venice day 
and night, but here also pierced 
the honking of cara making 
thelr way uneasily among the 
crowds, :
